AND fir(t for that bitter roote of Malignancy, wkereby, 
under falſe pretence of affeQtion to the Kiry, Furreall imen- 
tion to promove baſe Self-intercſt, the work of Reforma- 
tion and promovirg of the Covert intheſe three Kingdumes, 
hath beene andyet may. be vnder-myndedzoppoſed,on ſligliiced:

_ AND therefore, however wee could not by the Rules of 
the Word of G O Drelating cothe Governement of the viſible 
Chacch, refuſe to receive into rhe Covenant thoſe who did 
willingly ſubmiccchemſelves ro Charch-cenſures, and di4 de- 
clacethcic repentance for, and furſaking of their former figfall 
caurſes, according to the Order preſcribed by the Generall Af. 
ſembly; yea, and ic behaved azalſo to vſethe ſeverity of dil- 
cipline co drive in the diſſobedient, as was appointed by the 
Genecall 4ſſ-mbly 16 49: Yer ifany afcer ſuch ſolemne pro- 
feſsions and vowes ſhall againz back-ſlyde vato Malignant 
cour(es, or vent cheir diſaffeRion oy any Malignant expreſ- 
fions, Wee (hall Godwilling nor faill co endeavour by all che 
meanescommirtedco our Miniſtry, co make the Offenders ac- 
cocding co the nature of their guilt, ſenſible of che wrath of 
GOD dueco their ſo fearefull mocking of Repentance and of 
the Oathof GOD. 

AND cherefore Wee give timous Warning vnto all, that 
they would bewarre of jultifying of any former Malignant 
eourſe,perſuedin any bypaſt paſſage of Rebellion, or in the late 
enlawfull Engagement againſt England, or ro commend any 
man for his wicked activity cherein; Ocro blaſt the deſerved 
reparation of choſe w'15ſe c2:1 tint enlavoars have !beene 
wadvanceaheglorians Work of Reformucion, andcocſtabliſh 
che Thrane of che King in its due ſubordination co G O D, ſ@ 
that wrach (ſhoald nor be upon his hauſe fromche L ORD. 
Thoſe men wee ju'tly do efteeme as formerly co be for a name. 
of praiſe inthe Land, for cheir conſtane following of the Co- 

venantin all che \rricles chereof, and cheir aprigh1c endeavou. 
ring to preſerve inſeparably Religjon, King, and Kingdome : 
the bearing down of which good [n{tramencs of GOD S 
Work, faithfull. boch co GOD and Man, cannot bur ſpeak 


donde inche eares of all who conſtantly mancaine the croa 
prin- 
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principles of the Covenant, a ſhrowde intention of overtarning 
the whole work,and ofalchem who faithfully mynd the ſame, 
Wee exhort therefore in the LORD 1. THAT ſuch men 
may be encouraged & cheriſhed, and that piety and thoſe whe 
ace cruely pious, may not be diſeſteemed, farrleſs reproached, 
becauſe f] che faillings of ſome, who for proſeſsion of piet 
baue becnevery eminenc. 2. Tharall, who perceiving ar lat 
the honeſty of ſuch mens way, have acknowledged their own 
former miſcarriages and backſlydings, andturned in againe to 
£0 che right way of following of the Covenant, be exciced and 
encouraged to go on in cvidenceing their Repentance, yer 
more, by a Chriltian and Godly converſation, aloving and af- 
feRionatcarriag2to wards all Godly men (tadfaſt in the Cauſe 
and Covenant, and by their honeſt and effeQuall aQing again(t 
the preſent Enemy, And 3. Becauſferhere are ſeverall ſarmi- 
ſes ofche continued Malignancy of ſuch, who upon ſatisfaQis 
iven, have been received according tothe Order of the Kirk, 
f read by many of purpoſe, to others withdcaw from 
their Duety in joyning with che Forces of the Kingdome, for 
thereliefofthe Cauſe and Countrey : Therefore we obreſt 8 
charge inche LORD allthe Members in this Kirk, ro mynd 
the duety which chey __—y Covenant; which is not 
to quite the following of the Cauſe and the Royall Standar@ 
lifced up for it, becaaſe ſome ic may be, who are joyned wich 
them therein, ace Malignants; But co obſerve their ſcandalous 
outbreaking, whether in Malignaat expreſſions or a&tions,and 
codelatechemrothe reſpeQtive Iudicarories, as the fourth ar- 
ticle of che Covenantin conſcience doth obliege: And weeds 
exhortall che ludicatories of this Kirk, eſp>cially the presbyre» 
ry of che Army, totaketryall of the guilc of any ſodelared, and 
0 inflict cenſures according ro whac thall be found reail, as 
ep wil be couutable ro GOD 8& cothis kirk: by which means 
and by our carneſt remonſtrating tothe State againſt thei! im- 
ploying of ſomein places of trult, who by chorule of qualitica- 
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cations exprefſed by the Commiſſion of the Kirk, tothe Parlia- 
ment in December laſt, and laſt, ought nctto be im- 
ployed, wee hope ſo much may be done as may take away all 
Foie of jul(t occaſion of refuſing co joyve with the Forces 
fthe Kingdome in this publick Cauſe againlt the Enemy, and 
of ſclandering the Army and Iudicatoryes, as if they were ma- 
king DefeQion to Malignancy. = 
But would co G O D wee hadtiisone evill only wichin our 
ſelves ro fight with as in former times, and that Satan baving 
rurned himſelf into an Angell of Light, bad not ſo farr abuſed 
the zeall & witrof ſome, & ſimplicity of others, ast.> open the 
gape of ſach a cent, which of all our other 5 and troubles, 
is like to have the ſaddeſt conſequences, if G OD prevent it 
not: concerning which, wee are necesſicat to ſay, whatever 
have been che intentions of thoſe who have been inſtrumentail 
in making this Rent from publick CovunſellsandaQtings; yet 
the work ic ſelf, and the Spiric that bath ſtirredin ir, hath becn 
and yet is molt effeAuall for carrying on the Enemyes deligne, 
as will appeare by looking back cn che ſeverall ſtepps whercin 
this courſe hath been carryed on, 1. The credulicy of ſome, 
believing the bypocriticall-precences of this now prevailling 
Enemy, mixed apparently with the crafty deſigne of others, 
would not ſo mech as admitt the ſulpici6 of this enemies pucpo- 
ſes ro invade us ,&thervp6Jid refit & retard the lifting of an 
Army for defence ofche Capſe & kingdom,vncillthe Ene- 
y wasvery neer: our Borders,& had cmitted a Dcclaraticn of 
their reſotution to invade us, ſa that all means vf defence 
was like to be utterly marred, andthe work made inteafitfle. 2. 
When the Enemy had invaded us ard an Army was tailed vn- 
ger pretence of purgeing the Forces trom Engagers, and kee- 
ping the Kings intercſt vnder dye ſubordination to GOD, 
Courſes were taken, az after aQtings made manyfaſt, tending to 
the devyding ofthe Army, perplexing and difſcourageing the 
$picirs of chole who labourgd ro be faichfull both co GOP & 
their King, and bumouting of, and yeclding to the Cm" & 
ane 
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e& Detlatition Oc. ; 
dangerovs motions of ſuch, who were vnder ſuſpitions of tos 
much affcRion to the Enemy, and that not witbout cauſe, as is 
now too tooevident. 3. When after that ſad ſtroak at Dum- 
bar, the LORDS diſpenſation did call for wayes of healing Sc 
-Unioo, inftead'of theſe, ſubtile courſes were raken to engage 2 
great pact ofthe well-affeted in che Weſterne parts, to leparat 
tcom the Forces of che Kinglome, whereby in ſtead of joync 
concurring for ating againitthe Enemy, jealouſyes were be- 

otten and ſo farr encreaſed, that there was no ſmal danger 
teaced, lealt che one part of our Forces ſhould have fallen vpon 
the ocher. 4. Ando highten differences yet more, vnder fair 
pretences of exonerating theic own Conſciences, and obtai- 
ning more cleerneſs in the mn—_ againſt che Enemy, many 
whole intearions were honeſt, were abuſed and drawn in the 
ſnare of a Remonſtrance, whereby the owning of the Kings 
juſt intereſt, agreed vnro by the Generall Aſſembly and Parlia- 
menr, was expreslly layd aſide, and his removeall from the ex- 
erciſe of his Royall power and Governement, adviſed to the 
Com mittee of Eſtates; the Authoricy of the Commirtes 
of Eſtates mach weakned, and a way for bol- 
ding up a conſtant diviſion from State and Kirk, therein moul- 
ded. 5. When notwithſtanding ofthis percillous praQiſe, all 
meanes of Union of Forces, and healing of che breach was en- 
deavoured, by Church and Stare: Yer Union could not be had, 
except upon ſuch conditions as the State and Church could nei- 
ther in honour nor Conſcience grant; whereby, and chrough 
thediſſiparion of thoſe Forces hich adhered to che Remon- 
ſtrance, at Hamiltoun, the Stace and Church were neceſſicat 
either to render all upto the preſenc rage of a perfidious and 
prevalent Enemy, or to m3ke vſcof ſuch as had been formerly 
received to repentance for their (i1full courſes, and admire 
othersro Repencance from whom ſatisfaQtion might be gottEs 
agreable ro the Rules of the Generall Aſſembl Ys ko all mighs 
be imployed together for the juſt and neceſſary defence of the 
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Causs and Kingdome, Theirnatorall intereft; obligations, 

aud ſolemne tyes by Covenant, calling for the ſame. 6 Not- 

withſtanding ſome men hadthus occaſioned the making op of 
our Forces as they now arezyet not only did they themſelves re- 

foſe to joyne with them, but oppoſed by all means poſtible 
the raiſing of the Army according to publick reſolutions, what” 
by preaching, what by wryting, what by branding boneſt men 
F many of whom did beare the burthen and hear of theda 
when others were not? ) withthe odious imputations of bac 
flyding, Covenant-breaking, and what not? Publick Faſts 
were leparated from and conternned, FaCtions were drawn 
amongſt the people, in a word, no means were left vnaſſayed 
to make publick reſulutions, in order to the railing ofthe Ar- 
my ineffeQuall, wichout bolding foorth any poſsible orpro- 
'bable meane for relicfe of the Kingdome : Albwhich, wbat- 
ever have beene the intentions of men, doe of their own na+ 
wre contribute no leſs effeQually to the delivering up of a!lto 
the will of the Enemy without ſtroak of Sword, than that if ir 
bad beene purpcſly intended. 7. Notwithſtanding of al which 
Inſolencies, the Commilsion of the laſt Generall aſſembly car- 
ricd themſelves with much clemency coward their chief oppo- 
ſers, not only forbearing to cenſure them, thoughit warywith= 
in the bounds of their Commiſsion ſo tobave done,Buralſo, 
leaft their own presbyreryes ſhould have proceeded to ſeverity 
of cenſure, they cauſed cite them tothe Generall Aſſembly, 
that after calme debating ofthe matter, andliberty given thE 
w propound the pan of their difſatisfaQion to the full, 
they might either reccive ſatistzGicn Or otherwiſe, ſuch copr- 
ſes for healing might be taken, as the Generall Aſſembly in 
theirrenderneſs cowards piety andthofe who are pious, and in 
their 2eale tothe diftreflled Caule and Kir.gdome, ſhculd think 
fire.
